ABRAHAM RUEF IN THE ROLE OF A PENITENT 


BBAHAMlftUEF in the role of penitent is interesting, 
if not instructive or edifying. His pose as a patriot 
leader corrupted and betrayed "by bis followers illus- 


trates his variety, his estimate of popular intelligence and his 
conceptions of civic virtue. Having cast his sins unreservedly 
on the shoulders of the henchmen who faithfully did his bidding 
and took their "bit," his ideals are restored to him untarnished, 
and he wipes off the slate to begin anew as if nothing had hap- 


pened. 


Likewise he keeps the change. 
Kssf reminds one of the woman who poisoned her husband 


because (1) he refused to accompany her to church and (2) 
mourning was so becoming to her. She was astonished to think 
anyone should consider the excuses inconsistent with each other 
or insufficient to establish her good motives. 


Ruef says he meant to be a great public benefactor, a leader 


in civic righteousness, but the Supervisors "stood him up" and 
forced him to divide. "They heard I was getting money," says 
the aggrieved and conscience-stricken boss, "and demanded a 
share of it." 
How very unreasonable! How very corrupting 


and inconsiderate! No wonder Buef's ideals got lost in the 
shuffle. How his quickened conscience loathes the rapacity of 
his political associates! "They would steal the paint off a 
house,'' he says in the scorn of righteous indignation. Mr. Rucf 
never took his pay in paint. 


As an example of the greed and dishonesty of the Super- 


visors, Ruef points to the Parkside franchise. He was to re- 
ceive $40,000 for getting this through, but the 
Supervisors 


actually demanded half the money. "They forced me to divide 
my fee with them," declares the boss in a transport of virtuous 
wrath. Was there ever such a set of mercenary scoundrels! 
The $40.000 was never paid, but Ruef is still sore and wrathful 
over the reflection that if it had been paid he could only have 


kept half of it. Such an experience is very shattering to lofty 


ideals. 


Mr. Ruef was :M-O a regularly retained attorney for the 


United Railroads-that is, he received a large monthly salary 
without having to render any legal services therefor. Was he 
not an idealist in politics and a promotewof civic virtue in the 
Union Labor party! What he did as a Republican is another 
story, which is also said to have affected cash balances materi- 
ally. When the United Railroads wanted a trolley franchise 
on Market street, Ruef was given a special douceur to deliver 
the goods. But he had to cough up $100,000 to the Supervisors, 
he mournfully avers. He also asserts that Schmitz divided the 
remainder with him, leaving him only $50.000 as pay for Ms 
valuable services. No wonder his moral sensibilities were 
shocked and his sense of justice outraged. Why should the 
cattle he led deem it their right to declare themselves in on 
the fees of a gifted lawyer and an idealistic political leader? 
Doubtless it was here that the iron entered deepest in RuefV 
soul, and corroded therein, notwithstanding its magnitude and 
magnanimity. One can appreciate the feeling of being con- 
stantly held up at every turn by a band of ruffian looters, and 
compelled to disgorge a large portion of his honest gains. The 
experience must have been profoundly discouraging. Few 
ideals can withstand the torturing test of having to yield up 


half the boodle. 


But if the Supervisors showed themselves greedy and in- 


considerate, Ruef, on his part, could display a most affecting 


; magnanimity. Witness his conduct in relation to the Home 


Telephone franchise. He had long been paid a monthly stipend 
of $2000 by the Pacific States company, but in an evil hour 
one of the agents of the company conceived the idea of for- 
tifying Mr. Ruef's protection against competition by paying 
ten of the eighteen Supervisors $5000 a piece. This interfered

But tt"1 committee is now embarrassed to know 
of over $40.000 remains unexpended. / This is on deposit in bank 
what to do with this surplus, as the money vias subscribed for a 
special purpose which has ceased to exist. It cannot be returned to 
the subscribers, who would anyway probably decline to accept it; 
so the committee has requested each contributor to name the charity 
to which the residue of its original donation shall be given. 


A committee which has manifested such a high degree of ability 


and wisdom and such thorough honesty- in the administration of the 
charge placed in its hands can be surely trusted to distribute the un- 
expended balance fairly and wisely among the worthier charitable 
institutions of Los Angeles, where it can be used to the best ad- 
vantage for the relief of the unfortunate and the distressed. It is 
true that this course would be a technical diversion of the surplus 
from the special purpose for which the money was contributed. But 
the uses to which it would thus be finally applied would be so near 
to the original and now defunct object of its application, that no ad- 
verse criticism of such a course could be fairly raised 
from 
any 


source.

with Ruef's ideas of civic decency. Also his right of leader- 
ship. He promptly arranged to get the Hpme company a fran- 
chise (still being the paid attorney of the Pacific States com- 
pany), for a large consideration. He divided half the incre- 
ment among the Supervisors, but allowed them to retain all 
they had received from the Pacific States' agent. This trans- 
action illuminates Ruef's character as an idealist as an exemp- 
lar of political virtue and as a star in the learned and honor- 
able profession of the law. In one respect at least Sir Francis 
Bacon could learn something from Abraham Ruef, Esquire. 
Bacon never took money from both sides. Ruef had the 
faculty of making all hands put up, but it grieved his sensitive 
soul that anybody should ask him to put up. The person so 
base as to do that would steal the paint off a house, according 
to Mr. Ruef's estimate. 


There is another aspect to Ruef's role of a penitent that is 


both refreshing and inspiring. Having squared himself with" 
the public and rehabilitated himself in his own good opinion 
(and assurance) he proposes to walk out of the courtroom a free 
man to shine at the head of the bar and lead the forces that 
are to reform the city. He speaks as if he 'expected Mr. Ru- 
dolph Spreckels to take him by one arm and Mr. Francis J. 
Heney by the other, with Judge Dunne holding his hat in the 
rear, and be thus introduced to the acclaiming multitude as 
the (good as new) idealist commissioned to purify and regen- 
erate the politics of San Francisco. Such a spectacle would in- 
deed be a glorious one. We1 should like to know what Mr. 
Spreckels, Mr. Heney and Jtidge Dunne privately think about 
it. Perhaps they are too unsympathetic or view Mr. Ruef at 
too close range to appreciate him at his true worth. 


And maybe they recall in their sordid moments that Ruef 


still keeps the change. 


Nevertheless, his role of penitent is one of the most enter- 


taining features of the great graft drama.

same month last year.

same period the imports of merchan- 
dise 
were 
about 
$129,300,000, 
a 


gain of almost 
$22,000,000 over 
the 


same time last year. 
In both cases 


the figures were record-breaking 
for 


the month of April, although naturally 
below the level of the rush season. 
The net result was to leave an excess 
of exports amounting to $28,000,000 in 
April, as against $37,000,000 in 1906 and 
533,000,000 
in 
1905. 
This declining 


tendency in preponderance of exports 
is deserving of attention, inasmuch as 
it el£ects our ability to draw gold from, 
abroad. 
For the ten months of the 


fiscal year the excess of exports has

year. 
At the same time it is worth re- 


membering that the net imports of gold 
thus far during the fiscal year amount- 
ed to 586,000,000, or $57,000,000 more 
than a year ago.
